Awnless  Brome  ( Bromus  incrmis).  This  is  a native  perennial 
of  Austria,  growing  from  3 to  5 ft.  high.  It  is  excellent  for  hay 
and  does  well  on  very  dry  soils,  therefore  valuable  in  climates 
that  are  subject  to  severe  droughts.  Roots  are  of  creeping  habit 
and  when  once  established,  is  permanent  for  years.  Used  prin- 
cipally as  a hay  or  pasture  grass.  Sow  40  lbs.  per  acre  (14  lbs.

for  making  putting  greens,  where  it  produces  a close  velvet- 
like sod.

Sheep’s  Fescue  ( Festuca  ovina) . One  of  the  few  grasses  that 
does  well  on  poor,  shallow  soil ; in  fact  it  thrives  where  many 
others  would  not  do.  It  is  not  susceptible  to  extreme  drought 
or  severe  winters.  It  is  one  of  the  best  pasture  grasses,  as  well 
as  for  lawn  sowing  when  mixed  with  other  varieties.  When 
matured  it  stands  about  12  inches  high.

Tall  Meadow  Oat  ( Avena  elatior).  This  (sometimes  called 
French  Rye  Grass)  makes  a very  early  prolific  growth  and  is. 

Can  be  harvested  twice  a 
year  as  a hay  crop.  Extremely  valuable  for  use  in  the  South 
or  other  places  where  long,  severe  drought  exists.  Under  these 
conditions  it  is  adapted  for  lawn  work,  where  it  retains  a beau- 
tiful green  color.  Height,  when  matured,  3)4  to  4 feet.  Sow  5 
bushels  to  the  acre  (10  lbs.  per  bushel).  30c.  per  lb.,  bush.  $2.25, 
$20.00  per  100. 

Various  Leaved  Fescue  ( Festuca  Heterophylla) . Desirable  for 
pasture  or  hayfield  sowing,  thriving  best  in  low  moist  soils ; 
matures  early  and  is  quite  hardy ; does  well  in  shaded  orchards,, 
etc. ; stands  two  to  three  feet  high  when  fully  matured.  Sow 
40  lbs.  per  acre  (15  lbs.  per  bushel).  35c.  per  lb.,  bush.  $4.75,. 
$30.00  per  100  lbs. 

Wood  Meadow  ( Poa  nemoralis) . One  of  the  best  grasses  for 
sowing  under  trees  in  lawn  work,  it  seems  to  thrive  there  when 
no  other  grass  will.

While  this  name  applies  to  one  of  the  most  obnoxious  weeds, 
this  variety  is  a valuable  vegetable,  grown  in  quantities  for  the’ 
New  England  markets,  where  it  is  prized  as  the  first  spring 
greens.  The  leaves,  which  are  very  fleshy,  are  boiled  and  served 
hot  or  cold ; not  alone  is  it  appetizing  but  very  healthy  and 
highly  recommended  by  physicians.  Seed  should  be  sown  in 
spring  thickly  in  a bed  in  the  garden,  where  the  plants  should 
remain  for  the  season,  late  in  the  fall  cover  the  bed  with  a 
movable  sash  or  leaves  or  salt  hay  for  protection.  To  be  real 
tender  it  must  be  used  very  early  in  the  spring,  after  which  the 
bed  should  be  destroyed,  unless  it  is  desired  to  make  wine  from 
the  flowers.  A new  bed  should  be  made  each  season.

BUCKWHEAT 

In  the  locality  of  Phila- 
delphia this  is  sown  any- 
where from  June  1st  to 
July  15th;  one  bushel  of  48 
lbs.  broadcasted  to  the  acre. 
If  one  has  the  ground  pre- 
pared and  the  opportunity, 
it  can  be  sown  as  early  as 
May  1st.  This  variety  pro- 
duces brown  seed,  is  very 
prolific,  maturing  fully  a 
week  earlier  than  “ Silver 
Hull”  variety.  It  makes  a 
very  fine  quality  of  flour, 
but  is  chiefly  used  for  poul- 
try food.

Peas,  Morning  Glories,  etc.,  and  may  be  sown  in  the  house  from  March  to  May,  or  outdoors  after  danger  from  frost  is  over. 

Biennials.  These  grow  from  seed  sown  during  mid-summer,  flowering  the  second  year,  after  which  they  die;  many  of 
the  varieties  bloom  the  first  season  if  sown  early.  In  this  class  we  have  Pansies,  English  Daisies,  Campanula  Medium,  Dianthus,  etc. 

Perennials.  Those  which  live  from  year  to  year,  such  as  Aquilegia,  Delphinium,  Foxgloves,  etc.  Seed  may  be  sown  out- 
doors from  June  to  September  and  transplanted  late  in  fall  into  their  permanent  quarters,  and  protected  during  winter  with  a 
light  litter  of  straw  or  leaves.  The  hardy  perennials  not  usually  needing  any  protection  after  the  first  winter;  the  half-hardy 
perennials  require  protection  during  the  winter,  and  the  tender  perennials  during  the  winter  require  greenhouse  protection.

What  garden  could  be  called  complete  without  a fair  display  of 
these  stately  flowers.  Their  graceful  habits,  their  ability  to  adapt 
themselves  to  special  locations  and  the  variety  of  them  to  have 
flowers  almost  the  entire  summer  makes  them  very  valuable. 
Their  culture  is  simple  yet  a few  rules  must  be  strictly  observed 
to  grow  them  successfully. 

All  lilies  should  be  planted  from  6 to  8 inches  deep,  the 
Japanese  varieties  even  12  inches  deep,  the  bulbs  themselves 
should  be  completely  enveloped  in  sand ; no  manure  should  come 
in  contact  with  the  bulb,  but  may  be  placed  4 to  6 inches  under- 
neath, all  loose  petaled  bulbs  should  be  planted  on  their  side 
instead  of  upright. 

These  are  sometimes  grown  in  pots  for  indoor  blooming,  in 
which  case  they  are  handled  much  like  the  Bermuda  Easter  Lily ; 
we  recommend,  however,  they  should  be  grown  exclusively  out- 
door. 

Wild  gardening,  a feature  becoming  popular  of  late,  gives  lilies 
the  foremost  place. 

In  winter  all  lilies  should  have  a protection  with  leaves  or 
manure. 

JAPANESE  LILIES 

Auratum  (Golden  Banded  Lily  from  Japan).  A variety  planted 
most  extensively ; flowers  of  enormous  size,  measuring  fre- 
quently 8-12  inches  across;  pure  white,  spotted  crimson;  each 
petal  is  marked  in  the  centre  with  a band  of  yellow.

IMPORTANT  PLANT  NOVELTY 

We  feel  elated  to  think  that  though  our  own  plant- 
growing establishment  is  but  a recent  innovation,  from  it 
we  are  able  to  introduce  to  the  American  gardening  pub- 
lic a shrub  which  has  more  good  qualities  than  any  other 
known.  This,  indeed,  is  a strong  statement,  but  we  are  so 
positive  of  its  success  that  we  claim  for  it  a brilliant  future 
This  shrub,  from  a young  plant,  will  grow  to  its  full  size 
and  maturity  in  less  than  three  months,  giving  the  grower  the 
opportunity  to  admire  all  its  features  the  very  first  year.  Its 
growth  is  instantaneous,  branching  directly  above  the  ground 
into  many  long  graceful  flowering  stems,  which  attain  a height 
of  Af/2  feet  and  terminate  with  long  tapering  panicles  of  claret 
colored  flowers.

It  seems  that 
nature  blended  the  ever-desirable  lilac  fragrance  with  that  of  the 
popular  heliotrope,  both  of  which  are  predominant  in  this  flower 
of  irresistible  charm.  The  fragrance  of  a single  plant  will  per- 
fume the  air  of  a large  garden  the  entire  season.

This  class  of  roses  deserves  all  the  praise  bestowed  upon  it.  With  proper  care  they  will  flower  uninterruptedly  from  June- 
till  frost,  and  by  that  we  do  not  mean  sparingly  but  in  profusion  at  all  times.  Their  foliage  is  leathery  and  very  clean;  the- 
flowers  are  borne  on  strong,  extra  long  stems,  their  fragrance  is  deliciously  sweet;  every  one  of  them.  For  garden  decoration 
or  cut  flowers,  we  recommend  these  highly;  they  are  absolutely  hardy  and  do  not  require  any  more  protection  than  any  other 
rose.  We  have  been  able  to  cut  masses  of  splendid  flowers  from  these  as  late  as  October  31st  at  our  Evergreen  Seed  Gardens, 
where  rose  lovers  may  admire  a splendid  collection,  planted  for  exhibition.  All  Hybrid  Tea  Roses  offered  by  us,  with  the- 
exception  where  noted,  are  2-year-old,  extra  strong  field-grown  stock  and  furnished  by  us  in  pots. 


SPECIAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR  PLANTING  ROSES 

Open  a good  space  and  spread  out  roots;  never  cramp  them  into  a small  hole.  Do  not  let  manure  come  in  contact  with 
roots  but  place  it  underneath.  If  the  rose  is  a bush  plant,  set  it  so  deep  that  only  branches  are  visible  above  ground  and  never 
the  main  stem,  but  too  deep  is  as  bad  as  too  shallow;  2 to  4 inches  of  the  lower  branches  may  be  under  the  surface,  but  no  more. 
If  the  plant  is  a budded  or  grafted  rose,  be  sure  that  the  bud  or  graft  is  fully  3 inches  below  the  surface.  Prune  in  spring  only, 
when  life  is  just  apparent  and  be  severe.  The  strongest  growth  should  be  cut  back  to  within  six  inches  above  ground;  the 
weaker  growth  to  4 inches.  Observe  the  illustration  below  for  pruning  and  depth  of  planting:  All  soil  above  the  roots 

should  be  well  pressed  down.  Feed  your  roses  with  “Ground  Bone”  and  “Pulverized  Sheep  Manure.”  Mulch  the  ground  dur- 
ing summer.  Spray  as  soon  as  growth  commences  and  continue  once  a week  with  “ Pyrox.”  The  only  remedy  against  the 
rosebug  is  Readeana,  this  positively  destroys  them  and  does  not  injure  the  flower  or  blossom.
